The London Herald aaaerta in poe- 
itive tenna that England haano under¬ 
standing, no arrangement, written or 
verbal, expressed or implied, with 
Prnaaii or any other country, reapect- 
in<t any eventualities which may re¬ 
mit from the present war. 

It ia understood that if the indis¬ 
position of Sir Edward Bulwer Lyt 
too should be of much longer duration 
the Cabinet have determined to accept 
bia resignation and appoint a auccee 
■or to the Colonial Office. 

The Paria correspondent of the 
London Globe ts ya " The continuous 
rains have developed in the rice plan¬ 
tation, where the Austrians were up 
to their kneea in mud. an immense 
amount of sickness, and the retreating 
army carries away as many disabled 
battalions as alter a pitched battle.” 

It is stated that hitherto not even 
the Ttntes has obtained permission to 
attach its correspondent to the head 
qnarter* of the opposing armies^Lough 
the Ligbeat influence baa been em¬ 
ployed to obtain permiaaion. 

A Turin laUar give* the following 
account of the inundation of the east 
ern part of Sardinia : 

“We have inundated all the country 
which the Austrians have to cross, 
mod on this occasion our populations 
have displayed the patriotism which 
way to have been expected. The Aus 
trims endeavored to prevent the break- 
lag of the locks, but without success. 
In the province of Vcrcelli they seized 
the brother of M. Noe, who liaa the 
direction of the reservoirs of Satiraoa, 
and wrote to the latter that if he 
wished to save the life of bia brother 
ha must put an end to the inundation. 
The sale reply M. Noe sent was to 
double the quantity of water let loose, 
so that many Austrian! who had ad 
vanced in the hope that for tour and 
twenty hours, at least, they would not 
be impeded by inundations, found 
them selves with water up to their 
waists. It is not yet known what 
they have don*: with the brother of 
M. Noe. The Austrians make heavy 
levies of provisions and stores in ail 
lb* towns they enter; in one place 
they arrested and carried off a Mayor 
who was not able to give them all the 
forage they required." 

The Steamee Geest Eastern.— 
The work upon thia wonderful vessel 
ia progressing rapidly, and it ia be¬ 
lieved tLat she will be ready for sea 
by July or August. Should her ex¬ 
perimental tnpi prove successful, she 
will be sent to the United Stales — 
probably to Portland. Her destina¬ 
tion, however, may depend upon the 

condition of affairs in Europe._ 

Should England lake part in the war, 
■he may be required as a transport; 
and for this purpose her aervicea 
would be highly valuable. It is es¬ 
timated* that she could carry 10,000 
Btfeu, with coals nn-1 provisions far 
three montha. Her speed would place 
her beyond the reach of danger from 
an enemy's fleet, far it ia estimated 
that she will steam at least 20 miles I 
an bear, whereaa the swiftest ahipi of > 
the-line now afloat cannot perform 
-■ore than eleven mi lea. The superi¬ 
ority of speed would render her 
formidable aa a abip of war, became 
aha could either ran or fight at pleaa- 

Tbough Engtmd may aueMsd in 
maintaining her neutrality, it is high¬ 
ly probable that From may wish to 
aoi ploy the steamer to tnaaport troepa 
to act against Austria; and as the

The above quotations ahow that the 
great advance previously noted in 
bmdituffa was more from the excite¬ 
ment of the moment, on the first re¬ 
ception of tLe declaration of war. 
We doubt if any considerable sales 
were made, or have been since, at much 
advance over the previous quotations. 
It was a mere jump np on the part of 
holders, who advanced their asking 
pnec lor flour about two dollars a bar¬ 
rel, bat not finding purchasers, re¬ 
duced their pretenaious to half that 
mm—Still without salsa, because 
•* buyers were afraid to operate.” 
Thera ii often a vaat difference be 
tween asking and getting a pried^ and 
it ia (Le getting, not the asking, which 
estab tabes an advance. 

Another quotation : 

*■ aalpair* x«ry 4m ; 2300 bofi Bombay aold 
at 39* 91 * 40* 61" 

Without going into fractions, this 
ia 8 1-2 rents a pound on the spot 
where it ia wanted —where it ia lo be 
naed. Here, on the olLer hand, where 
there ia comparatively very little use 
for it, the aimt article ia carried up 
to H 1-2 cents. What ia there in the 
laws of trade to justify tucli an ad¬ 
vance in our market? It will not be 
denied that we have here and on the 
way an abundant a lock fjr our own 
purposes, and why should we hold it 
above the quotations in London, where \ 
our samples, if we have any, most Le 
sent for a market * It can be laid 
duwa Lore just aa cheap as in London, 
and we cau aee no cause that should 
make it worth 2^ per cent, more here! 
tlun there. It ia beat to lake things! 
with a little more calmness, and not 
tnrn merchandise into fancy stocks 
Tnere ia a great abundance of every 
thing wnich ia Leceasary to nnr actual - 
wants, even though half Europe ia 
engaged in gettiig rid of ila surplus 
male population ; and it will be found, 
m the long run, that no artiJe of 
annual or conatani production cau ]nng 
l>e held much above coat value. The 
day whan a few mens of mean could 
monopolise any one article, and get 
ihsir own price* fur it. Las long since 
gone hy, nerer to return. 

The exports of gold are nnexpeet 
edly large this month, so far, and the 
demand for I hat purpose ia likely to 
cootiuue. This arises in part from 
the return of oar own atucka, of which 
it ia said there was a large remittance 
by the Persia—not sufficient to create' 
• iy alarm, but tujugb to ahow that 
the tide will ruu in that direction, as 
we predicted, some days aince. It 
has commenced sooner than we ex¬ 
pected, but in these days of ateura 
Lhare are men who aeern to be pro¬ 
pelled by a similar power, and who 
are in the marktt for gold on the first 
indication of any unusual demand for 
it, with surprising velocity. It is 
enough also, to pul our banks on their 
guard against further expsnsion, and 
to prevent their going outaida of legiti¬ 
mate bniiueia paper. 

Aa the effect ol the war will be to 
draw money from ns in the ways be¬ 
fore indicated, a n it will also have a 
strong bearing upon the market prices 
of all kinda of stocka—especially 
upon what are usually called “ fancy,” 
which have no capital in reality and 
pay no dividends, and the better sort 
will suffer by sympathy. Tliis method 
we have fallen into of borrowing 
money abroad, to pay for debts in- 
carri'd in the imports’ ion of foreign 
manufactures, ia perfectly suicidal— 
even Lhe payment of interest i-n the 
debt has become a burden, but when 
consider ihit the principal may be 
called for any time, without the alight 
eat notice, it ia evident that we are 
never sure of our position for a month. 
It ia an incurable habit we fear, how¬ 
ever, inasmucb aa lha remedy lies in 
the mail of the people, who ahow ao 
disposition to apply it, but alii] ooa- 
tinue ta supply themselves with a IT 
manner of superfluities on trust
